Scientific agriculturalists at Governmental Institutions 
have often noted the superior yields that come from 
1 small plots managed by hand, as compared with the 

leaser yields obtained from large fields seeded and cultivated with 
machinery. Investigations that nave been made, particularly at the 
Dominion Experimental Farm, Swift Current, have revealed that the 
differences in yields are mainly due to the fact that on small plots 
weeds are usually all removed by hand, whereas on large fields the 
implements permit a certain percentage of the weeds to thrive. * 

It is evident, therefore, that much valuable moisture will be saved 
if weeds are well kept down on suramerfallow.

“Years of observation convinces me of the fact, that 
there is no real hardship-involved in adopting the ‘cash or 
do without’ policy on the farm,” says C. W. Peterson, edi¬ 
tor of Farm and Ranch Review. “I am absolutely safe in 
stating, that for every farmer of my somewhat wide ac¬ 
quaintance who has made ahy'profit, whatever-out of the 
use of borrowed funds or time purchases, I know at least 
ten who have had occasion to curse the day when they 
borrowed or-bought on-credit. That is a common exper¬ 
ience. The net profit in farming is so narrow that few 
‘can go into debt and pay interest profitably. 

“Men of business haying dealings with the farm also 
have a lesson to learn out of the drought. The policy of 
forced sales yields in the long run no profit. The farmer 
who is persuaded to buy and go ipto debt against hi 3 own 
better judgment is apt to be a poor credit risk. Most farm 
equipment concerns will write off heavy losses, but it' is 
not entirely unjust tlh^t they should. If farmers had been 
left to determine for themselves whether they'should in¬ 
vest in additional equipment, sales would have been cur¬ 
tailed during the years of prosperity, but the burden of 
debt would have substantially lowered to trte enormous ad¬ 
vantage of all parties concerned.”

One mistake we mtde was to break up too much land 
in large blocks. Another was to drain*the sloughs as fast 
as we could. We are now engaged in finding some v^y to 
get more off the country that has been broken back to 
grass.- We are also trying to produce artificial lakes t« 
take the place of those which we found and drained. 

*One of the most encouraging bits of news we have 
heard for some time came from an official of the water 
conservation branch of the drought rehabilitation com¬ 
mission the other day. He told us that requests were 
pouring in by the hundreds from farmers and ranchers 
living in The southern prairie region of Alberta, Sas¬ 
katchewan and Manitoba, seeking assistance in building 
dams where they mght be able to store water for live¬ 
stock purposes, and in some cases for irrigation of a gar¬ 
den or a few acres of alfalfa or fodder crops. He said 
that the surprising thing was that, in the majority of ap¬ 
plications, the farmers were willing to do all the work at 
no cost to the government if the water conservation 
board would send an engineer to tell them how best to 
build the necessary dams. 

That’s the spirit of self-help that made the West. It is 
the best evidence that we are going to tight trfe fight 
against drought and soil drifting and win.—Lethbridge 
Herald. ♦' _,

HOUSE SHORTAGE IN CANADA 


Dr. Stanley, M.P. for East Calgary, who has made a 
study of a housing plan for Canada, in the course of a 
radio address, Friday evening, stated there was at pres¬ 
ent a shortage of 82,000 houses in Canada today. In face 
of such findings, plans will be organized to alleviate the 
shortage and a measure will be introduced by the Federal 
Government. The program would not only mean proper 
housing for all classes ,but would aid materially in allev¬ 
iating unemployment in all branches of the buirfing in¬ 
dustry. To the average man the idea appears to be a very

Hon. Ian MacKenzie of Vancouver believes the B.N.A. 
Act should be revised and rewritten. But he suggests that 
the right way to do it is to call another conference of the 
Provinces such as wrote the B.N.A. Act as the constitu¬ 
tion of the Dominion of CanadaPjust prior to Confedera¬ 
tion in 1867.
